Commissioners’ Report 
Exeter, N. H., Jan. 19, 1948 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Superintendent of Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital, Clerk of the Superior Court, County Solici- 
tor, Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and 
Auditors for the year ending December 31st, 1942. 

We are pleased to report that our County Farm 
still continues under the same efficient management as 
last year. The Administration Building now houses 
the Hospital Nurses, which is a great improvement. 
Also, the old kitchen and dining room is being con- 
verted into a recreation room for the nurses. A new 
Cook House has been built, with all up-to-date equip- 
ment, connecting the Old Men’s Home with the In- 
firmary: this is one of the greatest assets to the Insti- 
tution, and has been very much needed for years. The 
old Cook House has been renovated and is now used as 
a supply department. 

The Mitchell Memorial Hospital has been operating 
with the County Farm since July 1st, 1942 under a 
joint account, which is a great saving in the bookkeep- 
ing. George W. Hilton has been appointed Superin- 
tendent, thereby placing the Hospital and County 
Farm under the same supervision. War conditions 
have obliged us to increase the wages of our employees 
this year in order to retain their services. Our Medi- 
cal Director, Doctor John C. Greenan, has left to enter 
the United States Army and this is much to our regret 
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as his services were of the best and were appreciated 
by all with whom he came in contact. His assistant, 
Doctor John W. Blaisdell, has been appointed Medical 
Director and is doing excellent work. We were also 
sorry to lose one of our Chief Surgeons, Doctor Lester 
R. Whitaker of Portsmouth, who has gone to Atlanta, 
Georgia to take charge of the Department of Surgery 
at the University of Georgia Medical School. 

Aside from the raising of twenty-five additional 
acres of grain, to take care of any shortage which 
might exist due to war conditions, there was no 
material change in our crop production. We were 
favored with a very good hay crop which enabled us 
to sell $300.00 worth of baled hay. Plans are in the 
making to plant more vegetables this coming year so 
that the needs in this line may be ample for a full 
year for our Institution. 

Increased employment has greatly reduced the 
needs of Direct Relief, thus enabling us to keep well 
within our appropriation. It is very difficult to esti- 
mate the needs for the coming two years as to the 
relief angle. The financial standing of Rockingham 
County is the best since 1935. It was impossible to 
keep within all of our appropriations, especially the 
County Farm; the increase in the price of foodstuffs 
and labor being chiefly responsible for our exceeding 
the Farm appropriation. 

With a net debt of $43,338.56, as of December 31, 
1941 and a surplus of $27,536.66, as of December 31, 
1942 the County shows a net gain of $70,875.22, for the 
year ending 1942. 

To all those in the employ of the County, officials 
of the towns, the City of Portsmouth, to all the physi- 
cians and surgeons who have so generously contributed 
their services at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital, to 
clubs and organizations and all who have aided in the 
administration of County affairs and have kindly con- 
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tributed to the welfare and happiness of the inmates 
of the institution, we are sincerely grateful.

Recommendations 


The following recommendations are made for the 
preservation of the county buildings, and to make 
them comfortable for proper use: . 


Court House—Exeter: The exterior woodwork is 
much in need of painting to keep it from excessive de- 
terioration. During the last month a leak has de- 
veloped in the belfry of the tower and water from 
melting snow and rain has leaked down through to the 
main floor. There should be considerable interior 
painting done to keep the building in a respectable 
condition as a public building. 


Court House—Portsmouth: During last year a bad 
leak has developed apparently from a defective gutter 
which causes water to come into the toilet in the 
jurors’ room, and run from there down through to the 
next floor. The sheriff’s room adjoining the Judge’s 
chamber and the jury deliberation room have never 
been properly heated during the cold months. The 
radiators in these rooms are far too small for the size 
of the rooms. 


Records Building: The interior of the Clerk of 
Court’s office, including the vaults, should have a coat 
of paint. 
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Attention is also invited to the fact that several of 
the outside doors of the Court Houses swing in instead 
of out which is contrary to the law of the state for 
doors of public buildings.

There is a considerable balance left over from the 
appropriation of 1942. This balance is principally 
due to the fact that many of the parties or important 
witnesses in the cases before the Court are in the 
army or navy, and, therefore, the cases cannot be tried. 

It is impossible to estimate with any degree of ac- 
curacy how long this condition may exist. If the war 
should close during the year of 1943, undoubtedly the 
expenditures of the Court would increase materially. 
The expenditures for the year 1939 were $41,157.25 

It is recommended that the appropriation for 1943 
and 1944 be $37,000.00 for each year.

Sheriff’s Report 


To the Commissioners for Rockingham County: 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit my report as Sheriff 
of Rockingham County for the year ending December 
31, 1942. 


First of all I wish to express my gratitude and ap- 
preciation to our new Attorney General, Stephen M. 
Wheeler, for the wonderful support, help and assist- 
ance he has given to me and to my Deputies during 
the past five and a half years as our County Solicitor, 
and I feel he will be very helpful in his new and larger 
field of work. 

I also wish to express my thanks publicly to our 
new Solicitor Ralph G. McCarty, my Deputies, the new 
Superintendent of the State Police, Colonel Ralph G. 
Caswell, and the various officers and troopers under 
his command, the City Marshal of Portsmouth, his 
Inspector and other members of his Police force, the 
Chief of Police and their officers of the several towns 
within the County and all citizens of our County who 
have helped to make our County one of the cleanest 
counties of crime within our State. 

I have been pleased to have had the opportunity of 
working with Judge Lorimer and Judge Johnson, the 
two presiding justices of our 1942 Superior Court ses- 
sions in Rockingham County, and I wish to thank 
them, the Clerk of Court, my Deputy Sheriffs, the At- 
torneys and the jurymen at both terms, for the splen- 
did co-operation and assistance which they have given 
to me in the Court room. 
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Soon after the first of the year I realized that if we 
were to paint the interior of the Jail with aluminum 
paint we must get the paint at once. This we did and 
we have painted the Jail from cellar to attic entirely 
with Jail help. It would be impossible for us to buy 
this type of paint now at any price, and by using men 
confined in our Jail we were able to save the taxpayers 
a lot of money and at the same time to keep all our in- 
mates contented and busy. The ones who could not 
paint were kept busy washing and cleaning the walls. 

Along the line of employment for those confined in 
Jail I would like to suggest for the approval of the 
County Delegation the purchase of a concrete mixer 
and forms for making concrete blocks. When the war 
is over we are sure to have a Jail full again, if history 
repeats itself, and it would be much better to keep 
these men busy and employed on good days and at the 
same time quite a substantial revenue would be re- 
turned, as there is bound to be a demand for con- 
crete blocks in Portsmouth when the war is over. 

I have co-operated with the war effort by taking 
over the supervision of the guarding of the New Castle 
bridge and one half of the guarding of the Memorial 
bridge. At the present time I have nine Special Depu- 
ties employed in line of work. I also have five Special 
Deputies on the Federal Housing Project at Went- 
worth Acres. I am pleased to inform you that all of 
these men are doing a fine job in protecting private 
and public property in a courteous and efficient man- 
ner. The men on the Wentworth Acres Project are 
working free gratis and buying their own bonds while 
those on the bridges are being paid by the State High- 
way Department and their bonds are also taken care 
of by the State. 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that we are able 
to report a substantial balance of over seven thou- 
sand dollars in our Superior Court appropriation for 
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the last year. There were two reasons for this: In 
the first place the Jury did not have to report so often, 
thus saving money as a number of doctors and im- 
portant witnesses had gone into war work, thus mak- 
ing it impossible to try a lot of cases until after the 
war is over. In the second place we did not have so 
much criminal work as there has been less crime ow- 
ing to the fact that there is work for everybody at 
high wages and most of our young men are in the war 
and statistics show that 85% of our crime is committed 
by people under 35 years of age. 

The war has made a change in our criminal work as 
we find a much larger proportion of our crime is com- 
mitted by juveniles than has been the case in the past. 
Along this line and also in regard to non-support 
cases we are having more and more to do every day 
with our State Probation Department. For the past 
year we have had Donald Sweeney in charge of this 
work for the State, in Rockingham County, and I wish 
to state that he has been a very efficient officer, a man 
that is fearless and presents a wonderful report, just 
as he sees it, and we have enjoyed working with him. 

As in the past I wish to state that this department 
is ready and willing to render service at all times for 
the welfare and protection of all of the citizens within 
our County. Please notify me at once as soon as you 
know of any loss, or suspect anyone of misconduct, be- 
cause the easiest time to apprehend a criminal is while 
the trail is hot. . 

I submit to the citizens of the County a list of the 
Deputies, the report of the County Jail at Portsmouth 
and a summary of the offenses for which the persons 
were committed to your Jail.

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Home Demonstration Agent Work in Rockingham 
County, 1942 


Agents Serving: 
ANITA BABB, MARTHA GARLAND, RUTH STIMSON 


The year 1942 was an eventful one in the Home 
Demonstration Work of Rockingham County. Each 
of the thirty-seven communities participated in the 
programs and projects of the Extension Service, under 
the Neighborhood and Block Leadership System, which 
was organized this year. It was possible to transmit 
information from family to family by this means. - 
Only a beginning was made in the use of the system. 
However, when emergency programs arise as out- 
growths of the war, it will be thoroughly tested. 

The projects offered to the families in the county. 
were varied. During the spring, Mrs. Anita Babb, 
Home Demonstration Agent, worked extensively 
throughout the county on the project, “Right Road to 
Good Nutrition’, in order to acquaint families with 
the latest nutrition information. Over 5,000 Nutrition 
Yardsticks were distributed in the county. Work was 
also done on the “Use of Fish in the Diet” to help 
families combat rising food prices, by giving them 
suggestions on how to buy and serve fish. Two dis- 
trict meetings were sponsored on Meat Cutting and 
Canning, with a discussion of various cuts of meat 
and special emphasis on the importance of the less ex- 
pensive but equally nutritious cuts. An actual demon- 
stration of canning by steam pressure cookery was 
given by Mrs. Babb. 

She also had Remodeling meetings. Another cloth- 
ing project which was popular was the Dress Form. 
This year women renewed their interest and enthusi- 
asm in home sewing. Earlier the Mattress and Quilt 
project was continued until 168 mattresses and 127 
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quilts were made. Keeping furniture in condition has 
long been an interesting hobby of many women in 
Rockingham County, but this year it was regarded as 
a patriotic duty as well. Mrs. Babb held six meetings, 
at which 26 chairs and 4 couches were restored and 3 
tables, 1 large chest, and 5 chairs were refinished. This 
was a strenuous project, but the women were well paid 
by satisfaction for their work. Upholstering also was 
popular, with 26 chairs and 4 couches done at Mrs. 
Babb’s meetings. 

Miss Martha Garland, Acting Home Demonstration 
Agent, during the summer, did a fine job of holding 27 
community canning demonstrations, which were at- 
tended by 580 people. The latest information on can- 
ning was demonstrated and discussed. Miss Garland 
attended numerous conferences as the County repre- 
sentative, established nine towns under the Neighbor- 
hood Leadership System, and contacted three on the 
Salvage program. She assisted scores of women in 
securing and filling out their applications for sugar for 
canning, answered many questions in regard to sugar 
rationing and substitutes, and helped with an Enriched 
Bread Survey. 

Miss Ruth G. Stimson, Home Demonstration Agent 
at Large, came into the county in September. She held 
meetings on the “Low Cost Meal” project, to help 
women in using low cost foods in meal planning and 
serving. The Agent at Large conducted a canning 
questionnaire survey to follow up Miss Garland’s 
demonstrations. It was found that 39,874 quarts of 
fruits and vegetables were canned by the 212 people 
who reported. The Food Conservation Leaders in the 
communities used the telephone, home visits, chats 
with the neighbors, and leaflets to distribute canning 
information to 650 people. Storing, drying, and salt- 
ing were reported as other means of preservation by 
Rockingham County homemakers. In December, the

Share the Meat program was conducted in the county, 
as a result of the national plan. Miss Stimson held 5 
coverall apron meetings, where 35 garments were 
made. The work clothes for women were very popu- 
lar. Requests were numerous for the use of the pat- 
tern library service. Seven Sewing Machine Clincs 
were held, with 77 machines adjusted. A Kitchen 
Clinic was sponsored as well as three Dress Form 
meetings and two Remodeling meetings. The Agent 
at Large conducted four reseating meetings at which 
31 chairs were caned. 

Various media were used by the Home Demonstra- 
tion Agents to disperse information: 8 radio broad- 
casts, 25 news articles, about 10,000 bulletins, and con- 
tacts with Granges at fairs, Women’s Clubs, Farm 
Security Administration and Civilian Defense officials. 

While transportation facilities were hampered in 
1942, it was possible for the three agents to make 166 
different home visits. One hundred and six demon- 
strations were attended by 1494 folks. Ninety-seven 
other meetings of an Extension nature were partici- 
pated in by the three Home Demonstration Agents. 
The cooperation of all the voluntary leaders through- 
out the county greatly furthered the Home Demonstra- 
tion Program. In the days ahead, it is hoped that the 
Extension Service may help more families of the 
county to help themselves. 
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4-H Club Work in Rockingham County, 1942

81 organized 4-H clubs and 10 unorganized project 
groups with 138 volunteer local leaders. 

County 4-H Advisory Council of 12 members with 
sub-committees on leadership, activities and camp. 
4-H members in all 37 towns (4-H members called 
4-H Victory Volunteers for duration). 651 boys 
and 765 girls enrolled plus 42 older youth and 
115 Victory Gardeners not counted as 4-H mem- 
bers made a total of 1573 youth in the county 
worked with in 1942. 


2. Project Work: 


225 4-H canning members in Rockingham County 
canned 16,243 jars including fruit, vegetables, 
pickles, meat and jelly last summer. 

575 members raised 44 acres of vegetables. 32 
clothing members made 474 articles for the Red 
Cross and a total of 2,164 articles. 

113 boys made 441 shop articles and made 39 re- 
pair jobs. 

Food members prepared 11,580 dishes of food and 
over 5,000 meals. 

Bee members had 18 colonies of bees, 68 boys are 
chopping wood. They raised over 7,143 chickens, 
own 35 head of dairy animals, raised 4 beef Aber- 
deen Angus beef animals and 13 pigs (they have 
31 pigs now). 

There are 1380 club members in Rockingham 
County. In addition to their project work they 
have collected and sold 37 tons of scrap metal, 14 
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tons of rubber and 61% tons of paper. 87 took 
First Aid, 62 improved their Food Habits, and 287 
studied fire prevention. 87 passed swimming and 
water safety tests at 4-H camp. (149 had water 
safety instructions). 

For Heart H work last spring they sold $138 
worth of the paper Easter lilies for the crippled 
children. They made over 2,000 waste bags for 
the hospitals. Clubs have Sunshine Committees 
to send cards and fruit to sick people and shut ins. 
During the summer, club members helped with 
haying, harvesting vegetables, housework, etc. 
43 members did Landscape Gardening, care of 
lawns and flower gardens. 8,700 pine seedlings 
were planted by Forestry members.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We hereby submit to you our annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1942. 


Another year has swiftly passed, and having been a 
pleasant and successful year, we express our thanks to 
the County Commissioners for the active part they 
have played through their constant guidance and 
counsel. 

During the past year we have begun to feel the 
effects of wartime conditions. This has been mani- 
fested by the many changes in personnel, and compli- 
ance with rationing and blackout regulations. The 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital has been completely equip- 
ped with blackout shades, making possible the function 
of all departments under blackout conditions. 

Following Mr. Frame’s resignation and my appoint- 
ment as Business Administrator of the Mitchell Me- 
morial Hospital, the offices of the two institutions 
were combined into one main business office, located 
in the Administration Building. Beginning with July 
1st, the bookkeeping records of the County Farm and 
Hospital were combined into one joint account. The 
Financial report shows the two accounts separated for 
the first six months of the year, and combined for the 
last six months. 

The highlight of the year was the completion and 
putting into operation the new kitchen and dining 
rooms. The advantages of this new set-up have been 
the reduced amount of labor involved in the prepara- 
tion and serving of the food, also the economy result- 
ing from the preparation of the food in one central 
kitchen. 
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Generally speaking our crops turned out very satis- 
factorily. Realizing that war conditions are going to 
make home grown foods more important, our aim is 
to increase our crops in 1943. 

The periodic visits by the Delegation Committees 
have continued this past year and have been very 
pleasant and helpful to us. 

We wish to extend our hearty thinks to the mem- 
bers of the personnel, Dr. Fred Fernald, Dr. John 
Blaisdell, and Rev. George Wiesen for their fine coop- 
eration. We also wish to thank all friends, social 
agencies and organizations for their many kindnesses 
during the year.

Chaplain’s Report 


Services of worship were conducted by the Chaplain, 
Rev. George Wiesen, assisted by his wife, and supple- 
mented by calls on the guests of the Home. every other 
Sunday from January 1942 to August 1942, with extra 
services in March and May. On these occasions friends 
from Kingston Congregational, Hampton Falls Bap- 
tist, Raymond Methodist and Brentwood Baptist 
Churches, supplied talent for musical services. 

Since August, two such services were held with 
young people from the Brentwood Baptist Church 
holding song services for the guests of the Home. The 
Chaplain also projected some stereoptican slides of 
scenes from Brentwood in the several departments of 
the institution including some of the rooms of the 
hospital. 

A new plan for the services of the Chaplain and his 
wife were worked out by the Chaplain and Superin- 
tendent Hilton. This plan has been in effect since the 
first of September. The plan is to reach more of the 
guests of the Institution than could be reached through 
worship services. More time is given to the individu- 
als of the Home and Hospital, and spiritual assistance 
is rendered whenever the opportunity affords. 

This plan has necessitated many more visits to the 
Institution than the former program called for, but the 
results have been more satisfactory than when time 
was given for preaching alone. 

The Chaplain and his wife have had the hearty co- 
operation of Mrs. Simpson, Mrs. Miller, Mrs. Conway, 
Mrs. Coffin, Mr. Locke, and Superintendent and Mrs. 
Hilton, throughout the year.
